< adenced with the times, many of the old 


houses in the more conservative communities 
of the country are being appraised by in- 
terior designers for their critical clients and 
are being made to yield up their contents, 
the undesirable or outmoded items being 
discarded and replaced by furnishings in the 
current taste, including backgrounds as well 
as separate items. Bizarre forms and orna- 
mentation are fast disappearing, and capable 
designers are following the principles of good 
design that contribute true beauty and are 
as applicable to a modern apartment as to 
an ancient house. Too much of this re- 
designing, unless it has been done with 
imagination, neverthless remains mute and 
inanimate in interest. And this matter of 
interest—or dramatization—is an important 
element in the contemporary style, for it 
takes something more than correct designing 
and a carefully considered color scheme to 


draw one’s attention to most modern in- 


teriors. More than anything else the room 
must be imbued with a young and buoyant 
personality. It is this aspect of adapting the 
traditional to Modern décor that commends 
the originality of treatment in the design of 
the interiors recently completed by Gertrude 
G. Rittenburg for a house situated in Brook- 
line, Massachusetts. 

There is something mannered and- very 
satisfying in the treatment of the living room. 
Although simple in effect, it indicates no cas- 
ualness in composition except for a freshness 
and vigor that denote considerable ability in 
delineating a difficult and technical problem 
in simple terms. In originality, if it resembles 
anything other than itself, it can perhaps be 
compared to the spacious atmosphere of the 
Regency style. It has the same dignity, the 
same diversity in the variety of materials, 
the same graciousness of arrangement, and a 
certain classicism—if not as pedantic as the 
Regency—that is at least reminiscent of it.

The windows, which do not show 
in the illustration, are five in number and 
form a shallow bay at which have been 
hung rose beige hammered satin draperies 
combined with ivory voile curtains and sur- 
mounted by a_ festoon-and-swag valance of 
magenta satin, this same fabric being used 
as a lining for the side draperies and as up- 
holstery on two arm chairs at the dining table. 
The remaining chairs are covered with a 
black and silver Cellophane fabric that ac- 
centuates the importance of a_ delicately 
wrought ceiling lighting fixture and a tole and 
wrought metal flower stand adroitly placed 
in the bay window.

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SYNTHETIC FABRICS 


BY ETHEL 


Thies is no gainsaying the fact that we are 
living in a most exciting and stimulating age. 
Within fifty years there have been perfected 
automobiles, airplanes, electric light and 
power, telephones and radios, and, by no 
means least in importance, a man-made tex- 
tile fibre. Each of these achievements has 
grown from necessity—for greater comfort. 
speed, or replacement of conditions which 
were not equal to the pace of our present 
day living. And so it was with the develop- 
ment of a cellulose fibre—originally designed 
to take the place of silk. 

Some fifty years ago in the south of France 
where silk worms have flourished for hun- 
dreds of years, an epidemic among them cut 
deeply into the supply of silk fibre. So 
Chardonnet, a chemist, after studying the 
silkworm’s method of taking cellulose from 
the mulberry leaves decided that it would 
be possible technically and chemically for 
man to take this cellulose and liquefy it and 
spin out a filament even as the silk worm 


did. After diligent effort he did produce a 
filament, but it was not silk—it was a cellu-

lose fibre. So this remarkable man-made fibre 
got off to a bad start for it was considered 
and treated as a substitute for silk rather than 
on its own merits. 

But today, fortunately for us all, tremendous 
progress has been made in synthetic fibres 
and fabrics and now we can use them for 
what they are—not for what they do or do 
not resemble. Because these fibres are man- 
made they have a greater flexibility than can 
be found in any of the natural fibres. They 
are easily controlled so that the resultant 
fabrics may be sheer or heavy, soft and deli- 
cate or rough and rugged, dull or shiny. This 
certainly offers unlimited possibilities, and 
it is now time to clear up some of the popu- 
lar fallacies regarding these remarkable syn- 
thetic fibres and fabrics.

most progressive industry. It is well for 
every interior designer who daily handles tex- 
tiles to consider just how important a_ part 
rayon is now playing in his work. Perhaps 
not all have realized that many of the fa- 
brics they recommend are all or part rayon. 





There is no need to be apologetic; state the 


; case clearly and definitely so that one’s cli- 
Pe ents may know and appreciate what is being 

ee used. Help them to escape from all the old 
ideas that rayon will not wear or wash, or 
is too thick or too thin, too shiny or too dull. 
Accept it for what it is—a remarkable trans- 
formation of wood chips or cotton linters into 





a soft and lustrous yarn which is ready to 
serve as one may direct. Its adaptability is 
surprising. Remember always to judge it for 
what it IS, not for what it isn’t.

FE irst glimpses of the newest furniture ready 
for leisure hours in sun rooms and terraces 
augur a hospitable scene for both town and 
country during the summer. 

The new creations in rattan and reed are 
not only more weather resistant than _here- 
tofore, but are very attractively styled as well. 
One firm has developed a noteworthy grouping 
with canvas seating stretched over rattan 
frames in the Hawaiian manner, and the re- 
sult is very definitely suggestive of comfort in 
the outdoors. This firm also has a settee in 
green canvas with tiny pillow tops for head- 
rests that contribute more comfort. 

Sectional furniture, found so useful indoors, 
assumes additional importance for porch and 
terrace use, and the new pieces not only in- 
clude quarter-round sectional tables but sec- 
tional sofas as well, as the newest idea for

moving furniture about with the sunshine. 
This matter of portability is an important one. 
and the movable pieces include gliders, ca- 
banas, chaise longues, cocktail tables and set- 
tees—-all rubber tired, ball bearing wheels 
as well as easy-to-carry chairs, folding tables 
and lawn umbrellas. 

Practical unit furniture for use in either 
the small apartment or the large interior has 
received a great deal of attention from fur- 
niture designers. Semi-circular divans formed 
of groups of deeply upholstered chairs that 
can be broken apart to form individual units, 
and dining chairs that can be formed into 
wall benches, are all indicative of the latest 
trend in various manufacturers’ lines. Ob- 
viously furniture has been presented not be- 
cause it is necessarily Modern in design, but 
rather because it is related either through

ern design, there are a number of pieces in 
wrought iron available in either the Regency. 
Hepplewhite or Chippendale manner, and one 
firm offers two chairs of strong Victorian 
styling, one with flaring arms and the other 
of the rocker type. 

This sudden shifting in midstream by man- 
ufacturers from the short-lived Neo-classic 
style to furniture definitely of a more adapt- 
able type can be attributed directly to the 
furniture demands of decorators for their 
work in new houses and apartments, and,

Tubular furniture of chromium is not news, 
but furniture of painted tubular iron is!

A 
chaise longue a deux of this type has loose 
cushions and a waterproof canopy, and there 
is also a sectional sofa of painted tubular iron. 

One firm has developed a soft moss finish 
for wrought iron which eliminates the hard 
appearance and chill of the metal and makes 
it feel as though it were covered with tightly 
stretched suede. Furniture in this finish is 
available in green, red and blue. 
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Rattan sofa, with separate box cushions, Willow & Reed Art Work 
Co.; chromium console table, Treitel-Gratz Co.; portable canopy 
chair, Ficks Reed Co.; painted tubular metal short sofa with litho- 
graphed metal seat and back in a bubble design, Lloyd Mfg. Co. 
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The matter of color in Summer furniture 
will be of vital concern this year. Blue and 
green, and green and yellow are indicated as 
the most popular color combinations. Canvas 
leads as the favorite fabric, closely foilowed 
by waterproof linen and cretonne in floral pat- 
terns and vernal colors. Additional color con- 
trasts appear in rattan bindings and in border 
stripes on wrought iron chairs and tables. 

The highly textured upholstery fabrics— 
mohair, frisés and pile materials—with pat- 
tern emphasis in their weave, and with little 
color contrast, are “tops” for Modern furni- 
ture. Velvets are on the preferred list, as 
are the figured damasks and soft brocatelles.

over pattern that is definitely usable. Fruit, 
and even vegetables appear more frequently 


than has been the vogue for a few years, and 
there is a regular influx of good strawberry 
papers. Some of them are naturalistic in 
coloring, and some are in pastel hues. 

Among the more conventional papers there 
are many charming and graceful Chinois ef- 
fects—all very well drawn and scaled to fit 
the more usual room. There are some amus- 
ing small scenic papers, that is, the kind 
with set motifs that are full of pictorial in- 
terest. One smart new paper could make 
you believe that you are peeking through a 
trellis heavily covered with vines to charm- 
ing little vistas with small white mansions 
copied from those in the County Kildare. A 
circus parade that is not too bold in color 
would provide delightful entertainment for 
some small persons. Gathering together one 
group of papers you might believe that all the 
wall paper designers have had a touch of 
nautical nostalgia—for there are waves and 
fishes, there are anchors and _ steering-wheels, 
and there are many ships. 

Borders are playing an important role this 
season and there are many papers with bor- 
ders specially designed to go with them. Some 
have wide cornice borders, some have nar- 
rower borders to be placed just above the 
dado, some have narrow bands that can finish 
the wall at the ceiling line or that can be 
used to emphasize the decorative quality of 
panels or even of doors and windows. Some 
papers seem especially designed to fit into 
panels while with others the panels can just 
be forgotten and only the narrow moldings 
already in place need be left unpapered. 
Doors that are really quite uninteresting in 
themselves can be made more attractive and 
more a part of the room when they are 
trimmed with wall paper—either by being 
covered entirely, by the panels being filled 
with the proper motifs of paper, or by bor- 
ders which can be so placed that they accent 
the form of the door or its panels.

Mi oldings are the most ac- 
curate, and sometimes the only 
guide to the determination of 
the date of a building; like- 
wise the grouping of moldings 
is invariably an indication of 
the period in which a particu- 
lar molding was constructed. 
Consequently, a working knowl- 
edge of the principles of mold- 
ing design is quite necessary 
to the interior designer in the 
pursuance of his profession, 
and the importance of acquir- 
ing an accurate knowledge of 
moldings and their application 
must have become evident long 
before this time. 

In order to understand how 
the molding may be applied 
to the best advantage in the 
design of an interior, a few 
salient points concerning the 
nature of moldings are neces- 
sary. To begin with, the defi- 
nition of a molding might be 
set forth thus: Any architec- 
tural member is said to be 
molded when the edge or sur- 
face of it presents continuous 
lines of alternate projections

and recesses. In other words, a molding is a 
decorative member composed of individual 
planes and surfaces raised above or sunk be- 
low the surface of the structure of which it 
is a component part. A molding is formed 
by cutting, casting or machining the material 
from which it is formed. 

Moldings define and accentuate form and 
construction, and occur at the points of 
change of surface, or of material, or of in- 
tention of expression, and at the points of 
articulation of complex structures. The gene- 
sis of moldings is structural, and must be 
sought in material requirements and condi- 
tions. 

Aside from the chief attribute of orna- 
mentation possessed by the molding, the 
origin of the wood molding was probably in 
the early cabinet maker’s shop. In all wood 
construction, the whole is composed of a 
number of parts grouped together: the 
weak points are at. the junctions of these 
parts; deterioration sets in at these joints 
because of the tendency of wood to warp and 
shrink, thus pulling the joints away from 
each other. Therefore, to minimize this weak- 
ness, the joints were protected by covering 
cleats which strengthened them. To this. 
then, can be traced the wood moldings. such 
as panel and entablature moldings. 

What may be called the eight primary 
molding members are shown in Fig. 1. These 
are the most commonly employed in the 
design of moldings. They are: 1, fillet; 2. 
bead; 3, torus; 4, scotia; 5, quarter round, 
or ovolo; 6, cyma reversa; 7, cyma recta; 8, 
cavetto. These are divided into three geo- 
metric classifications: the convex, including 
the bead, ovolo and torus; the concave, of 
which the cavetto and scotia are members: 
and the compound, which is represented by 
the cyma reversa and the cyma recta. 

Consulting the illustration, showing in pro- 
file the principal members of one of the 
most correctly proportioned ‘Tudor rooms still 
existing, it will be seen that in all cases 
curved members are separated from each 
other by an interposing plane member. While 
it is possible to use two or more plane sur- 
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faces adjoining each other as in Fig. ‘A’, in 
which only four out of fourteen surfaces are 
curved, it is rarely advisable to use two 
curved members, without interposing a fillet. 
However, there are occasional exceptions to 
this general rule, as can be seen in the same 
Fig. ‘A’, where a bead directly adjoins a 
cyma reversa. It will be noticed, however, 
that in this instance the condition is permis- 
sible because of the accented profile of the 
cyma reversa member, which is effected by a 
slight but noticeable back twist at either end. 
The adjoining bead, being slightly greater in 
profile than a semicircle, completes the effect 
of unity, thus eliminating the restless, ser- 
pentine effect of confusion which a continu- 
ously curved line would create. 

In the illustration is shown in elevation 
portions of an Elizabethan oak paneled room, 
of which the original is now in the museum 
at Shrewsbury, Shropshire. Particularly pleas- 
ing, aside from the aesthetically correct pro- 
portions of the room, are the molding out- 
lines developed by the old Sixteenth Cen- 
tury craftsmen in designing the paneling. The 
four sections illustrated, namely ‘A’, cornice; 


dado, or “chair rail”; ‘C’, sill molding; 
‘D’, panel molding, are always found in 
English period paneling. In this particular in- 
stance, a fifth member which is nearly always 
molded—the skirting, or “baseboard”—is un- 
ornamented, consisting simply of a single 
plane surface, which stops at the lower rail 
of the paneling, and projects beyond the 
panel rail about a quarter of an inch. The 
bead, running vertically the length of the 
door jamb is typical of this period. 

The uses of the various members in build- 
ing up a harmonious profile in a molding are 
quite individual. The filet, as has been said, 
serves chiefly as a means of separating and 
spacing the other members. The cyma, being 
partly concave and partly convex, is capable 
of imparting variety and richness, due to 
the contrast of light and shadow created by 
its curves. In proportion to the accentuation 
of its curves it lends a quality which can be 
either quiet and stately, or which can impart 
a sense of lively movement. The cavetto sup-

Profile drawings of typical English moldings. The eight primary members 
in Fig. 6, also constituting the molding in Fig. 2 and 3, are quite in- 
dividual and are in demand for cornices, wall panels, pilasters, chair 
rails, ceiling panels, door heads and bases. The elevations are portions 
of an Elizabethan oak paneled room in the Shrewsbury Museum, 
Shropshire, one of the few correctly proportioned Tudor rooms still exist- 
ing. From documents supplied by Jules Du Bois Moulding Co. 
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plies depth of shadow, or serves to advance 
the projection of the whole profile. The ovolo 
likewise advances the projection, and is a 
member of transition from one plane to 
another. The principal qualities of the torus 
are boldness and stability, and a vigorous but 
finished element of relief. The bead imparts 
the necessary touch of elegance and finish 
along otherwise unbroken corners and planes. 

All moldings are necessarily planes, or 
concave, or convex. Plane surfaces reflect the 
light in even, ungraded tones, of more or 
less brilliancy, according to the angles of 
their planes to the perpendicular; the concave 
and convex display the effect of graded tones 
with a proportion of light greater in the 
convex than in the concave. To sum up their 
characteristics we may say that flat or plane 
members have greater individual scale than 
the curved members; they are quieter and 


The significance 
of moldings is 


purely decora- 
tive inasmuch as 
they have no 
structural  signi- 
ficance in either 
furniture, archi- 
tecture or inter- 
ior design. Their 
only value in 
any scheme is in 
direct propor- 
tion to the ex- 
tent of beauty 
which they con- 
tribute to the 
object adorned. 


more formal, and are therefore ideal as foils 
for those of more complex profile. Convex 
members accent forms with brilliant high- 
lights, while concave members form corres- 
pondingly deep shadows. 

In creating the profiles of the curved mold- 
ings, the tendency is to employ a semi-circle; 
this, unfortunately, in most cases results in a 
monotonous and uninteresting transition from 
the shadow to the light. To obtain that 
delicate gradation from light to dark so nec- 
essary to the creation of an aesthetically 
correct molding contour, the curved sections 
are made parabolic or fperbolic in form. 
Incidentally, it may be noted here that mech- 
anical or geometric methods are seldom if ever 
resorted to in drawing the curves of a mold- 
ing. The draftsman should practice to develop 
a freehand technique in these forms. The

A luxurious honey colored natural fur rug 
covers the black linoleum floor, and it forms 
a perfect complement for the modern furni- 
ture, of Directoire inspiration, constructed of 
light fruitwood. The table top reiterates the 
mirror note established in the living room. 

The designer has introduced a fresh deco- 
rative note in the treatment of the sun room 
by employing red, white and blue striped 
canvas to cover the ceiling in a canopy ar- 
rangement, and the effect achieved is that 
of being outdoors—a fantasy that will be de- 
lightful in any season. A couch suspended 
from the wall by red rope supports, and 
designed to look like a hammock, is uphol- 
stered in blue leather. The outdoor effect 
of the room is further heightened by the 
interesting floor of flagging and by white 
wrought iron gates bearing pots of trailing 
ivy, the inspiration, surely, for the design 
on the red, white and blue handblocked linen 
cushions of the couch. The furniture and un- 
usual ceiling lighting fixture, the latter being 
the inspiration for the room, are of white paint- 
ed metal with details picked out in red for 
contrast, this bright note also appearing in 
the tapes and edges of the blue Venetian 
blinds, and in the candles with hurricane 
shades standing at either end of the couch. 

The use of coral and blue with silver, gold 
and white accents makes a most intriguing 
color scheme for the owners’ bedroom, but 
the most charming feature of the room is 
the Louis XVI bed, finished in bone and 
silver, bearing a quilted spread of silver gray 
satin, and placed on a dias with a draped 
panel of blue gauze stenciled in gold and 
silver for a background. The wails and wood- 
work are off-white, the carpet is washed blue 
broadloom, and the draperies, supplemented 
with curtains of silver-gray gauze, are of coral 
satin trimmed with frosted crystal fringe. 

chaise longue, conveniently placed near a 
shallow bay window with an interesting drap- 
ery treatment, is upholstered in soft blue 
satin and acquires added interest with two 
rows of deep white fringe set along the bot- 
tom for trimming. Other interesting articles 
of furniture in this room include a satin- 
wood commode with inlays of rosewood, a 
flanking pair of bone colored Directoire chairs

with silver lyre backs, and the floor lamp 
supporting two shelves with metal galleries. 
The bench at the foot of the bed is up- 
holstered with velvet, and brings the coral 
note of the window draperies into the room 
for a pleasing and restful effect. Lighting in 
this room is derived mainly from the modern 
chandelier of glass and lacquered metal. 

The guest room derives its chief charm 
from its background, consisting of a delight- 
ful wall paper bearing a design of flowers 
and monkeys in soft tones of rose-beige, 
chartreuse and white, and the toast color 
carpet over which has been laid a highly tex- 
tured brown, chartreuse and white rug with 
fringed diagonal stripes and heavier outer 
fringe binding. The draperies are of two 
colors of corded silk, toast and chartreuse, 
and these colors are incorporated respectively 
in the crocheted spreads and corded silk 
bolsters of the beds. The criss-cross ruffled 
curtains are of white Point d’esprit to match 
the Venetian blinds. The Louis XVI pro- 
vencal furniture in this room was formerly 
an old painted and decorated group which, 
when stripped and waxed, possessed a lovely 
natural finish which is perfectly comple- 
mented by the light modern colors of the 
wall paper and fabrics. The fresh white 
note introduced by the lace motif in the wall 
paper is accented by the téle lamps on the 
commode and the table. 

The spacious nursery has been designed to 
be used by its owner from infancy to about 
ten years of age, and therefore represents a 
particularly satisfying solution to the prob- 
lem of designing a room especially for the 
growing child. The crib may be converted 
into a youth’s bed, and the chest-on-chest may 
be separated into two pieces of furniture as 
the child grows and the need for a_ place 
to keep his toys becomes important in his 
training. The walls are chalk white, the 
ceiling sky blue, and the cornice is painted 
a clear coral color.

most pleasing and satisfactory results are 
always obtained by relying on the practised 
eye rather than mechanical methods. 

A comparison between semi-circular and 
parabolic curves is shown in Fig. 5. 

Being essentially decorative in character. 
moldings will be governed by the laws which 
apply to architectural and decorative design. 

In the construction of a molding section, it 
is desirable to have one member dominate the 
others of its group. (See Fig. “A’—The ovolo 
dominates this group; Fig. *B’—Here, the 
torus is the dominant member.) 

The history of moldings is almost as old as 
that of Architecture itself. However, in the 
present discourse it is intended to dwell only 
upon those molding forms which are chiefly 
adaptable to the ornamentation of interiors, 
and which originated with the Gothic era in 
England. 

The first and rudest attempts at moldings 
to be found in England are the rough, cylind- 
rical members such as occurred in Norman 





architecture of the Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Centuries, and which influenced Early Gothic 
work to some extent. The usual practise in the 
earlier attempts at ornamentation was to 
merely round off corners, and sink channels

amount of really high art, notwithstanding; 
especially in exterior architecture. 

The chief peculiarities of the Perpendicular 
(Early Tudor) and the Late Tudor are: 

1. A wide, shallow casement, or hollow, 
usually occupying the centre of the group, and 
equal to about one-third of the width (Fig. 
|S E- 

2. The constant use of bowtells, or beads, 
of three-quarters of a circle, resembling small 
shafts, and often used as such (Fig. 2); 

3. The frequency of the double ogee, or 
cyma, and some variations of it (Fig. 3). 

It is a general mark of the Perpendicular 
when the casement is deep and narrow, and 
of the Tudor when it is wide and shallow. 

One of the first things to be considered in 
the design of a molding is the use to which 
it is to be put. Ruskin illustrates this point by 
taking the instance of an ordinary corner 
angle. He shows that in order to prevent 
chipping and notching the angle was simply 
rounded. This, naturally, was not Art; it was 
only when the angle was treated further, 
either as a simple bead, or a more enriched 
molding, that the mind of the artist was em- 
ployed. And yet, the use of this molding was 
to obtain a surface which would retain its 
form without damage. 

The designer should apply careful consider- 
ation to the angle at which the molding is 
viewed. An illustration of this is shown in 
Fig. 4, where a purlin in Pembroke College. 
Cambridge, was designed with the fact in 
mind that the upper surface would be more 
obscure than the lower to an observer on the 
floor; consequently, the upper face of the 
molding was made wider. 

The question of scale is also of great im- 
portance. It is amazing how small and differ- 
ent a molding will appear, compared with the 
drawing, when placed in actuality a few feet 
away from the observer. For this reason, the 
most important factor in the study of moldings 
is a complete familiarity with the profiles and 
composition of executed work of the im- 
portant periods of English interior design. 
This can be gained only thru a_ constant 
and assiudous study of the many excellent 
works available on interior design and the 
Periods.

gaily colored costumes, while others form the 
bases of two unusual low benches with tufted 
satin tops. A pair of stunning gilded bronze 
flambeaux complete the furnishings of this 
salon attesting the artistry of M. Jansen. 
The smart reception room was designed 
by Thedlow, Inc. to include five rare 
Italian primitives of the Fifteenth Century. 
This small room not only proves the ingenu- 
ity of the designers, but it is a complete and 
perfect argument in favor of the combination 
of incomparable antiques with the best of 
Modern design.

mirror overmantel, and on either side are 
cleverly conceived plaster consoles copied 
from ancient Greek shell motifs. Gilded and 
brilliantly colored Chinese mud birds of the 
Seventeenth Century stand on the consoles. 
Facing each other on opposite sides of the 
fireplace are Modern chairs, simple and 
straight in design, upholstered with gray 
snake-skins—of which sixty skins were re- 
quired to do the two chairs—with back and 
seat cushions of gray velvet. The other side 
of the room is largely occupied by book- 
shelves and a built-in desk—all painted off- 
white. The books, too, are harmonious, be- 
ing bound in white leather for the most part. 
A rare Seventeenth Century Chinese red lac- 
quer stool serves as a desk chair. Skill- 
fully concealed lighting makes this desk 
extremely practical, and the light also serves 
as part of the room’s general illumination. 
At either side of the desk are globes that will 
catch the eye of every interior designer, be- 
cause they are smart and good looking and 
absolutely “different.” The globes of the 
world, set off in gold leaf against white 
gesso, swing on gold and crystal stands; 
on one globe are traced the air lanes of the 
earth, and on the other the steamship routes. 
Josephine Howell has created a charming 
living room, French in character, wherein an- 
tique and Modern furniture have been skill- 
fully combined. In this room there is just 
such a collection of pictures as might easily 
be gathered together by the interior designer. 
There is an excellent Degas, one of the fa- 
mous dancing-girls; a large Matisse “Le 
Repos des Models,” and a smaller head by 
the same artist. There is also a dancer by 
Derain and two smaller canvasses by Joan 
Miro. An Aubusson rug, early Empire in 
design, covers the central portion of the floor 
and suggests the color scheme for the room. 
The same dull gray-blue material, a hand- 
woven silk and wool combination, is used for 
draperies and furniture covering and forms 
a pleasant complement for the putty-colored 
walls and ceiling.

the center; a bit of draped gold fishnet 
completes this unusual mirror decoration. 
The room which will doubtless cause the 
most comment, both adverse and compli- 
mentary, is the dining room designed by M. 
de Chirico wherein only his own paintings 
have been used. This modern artist feels 
that the dining-room has been the forgot- 
ten room of the house and that it has not 
been used as much and as completely as it 
should be. So here he has built what he 
considers an all-purpose dining-room, for in 
it can be served the before-dinner cocktails. 
the elaborate dinner itself, and the discussion- 
provoking after-dinner coffee. In one corner 
is a bar—perhaps better adapted to the needs 
of the Continental who seldom serves mixed 
drinks than to the American who must have 
ice, cocktail shakers, measurers, various bot- 
tles and many styles and sizes of glasses. 
The color of the room, a peculiar pale red 
known as “de Chirico red,” is arresting for 
it provides a_ perfect background for the 
artist’s paintings. The ceiling is white, the 
rug black felt and the draperies black velvet. 
The dining table with a bizarre scrolled edge 
is painted white and decorated with a mean- 
dering black design on the top, while the 
column-like legs are also decorated with lines 
of black. The dining chairs have solid wood 
backs painted white with black line decora- 
tion, and upholstered seats of white linen. 
For the after-dinner coffee there is a large 
high-backed sofa upholstered in the same 
white linen with designs appliqued with 
black felt. Directly opposite is a simple white 
mantel with black decoration, the glowing 
fire painted in the fireplace by the artist. 
Over the mantel hangs a portrait by de 
Chirico, and on the other walls hang other 
of this artist’s well-known paintings of horses 
—with the inevitable broken column some- 
where included. To complete the interior 
there stands at either side of the window two 
of the columns which look as though they 
might well have been taken from de Chirico 
paintings, for they are dented and chipped 
and burned and bruised even as they appear 
to be on his canvases. No modern painter 
can draw horses quite so well as de Chirico 
and here the artist himself has presented the 
perfect surroundings for them.

far more important by the addition of a wise- 
ly selected narrow wall paper banding. And 
where a window cannot be treated exactly as 
you would have it, perhaps a wall paper cor- 
nice or bands over the side trim may be of 
invaluable help to you. 

One manufacturer is showing something 
brand new that is bound to start a vogue 
which will unfortunately be immediately cop- 
ied. They are presenting some new ceiling 
papers—actually designed for use on ceilings 
so that the motifs appear to best advantage 
when seen overhead. The pattern, a smartly 
conceived line drawing, is printed in white 
on fairly brilliant colors which are quite 
stimulating. There is one of the new purple- 
red which is going to be so increasingly good 
in interior design, and there is a lettuce green, 
and a tangerine that is more nearly coral. 

Glancing over the story of old wall paper 
there comes to light the fact that wall paper 
was originally designed just to line boxes and 
small cabinets. It was all made in blocks. 
approximately 12” by 16” which was quite 
adequate for most of the early needs. It was 
also used for binding and lining books. And 
today we have come back to some of those 
old uses for there are several excellent wall 
papers well adapted to use for lining chests 
or boxes, and for small cupboards and for 
covering boxes. Old hat boxes of unusual 
shape can be made sturdy and then covered 
with a quaint scenic paper and trimmed with 
drapery borders or something equally en- 
ticing, the whole thing shellacked and then 
made a most picturesque part of some 
dressing-room or closet that everyone will 
want to see. If old-fashioned papers do not 
fit into your scheme of things, you can use 
one of the smartest of the new papers of con- 
temporary design with borders that are har- 
monious in character, and achieve the same 
effect in an absolutely up-to-date manner. 

There seems no end to the uses of wall 
paper and let us hope there never will be. 
for aside from fabrics which present their 
own problems, there is no other way in which 
we can achieve such variety, such charm 
and such color. And speaking of color the 
new wall papers have presented some of the 
most popular of the hues which are undoubt- 
edly going to be in vogue next season.

in England and to Count Hilaire de Chardon- 
net in France. Sir Joseph’s chief interest 
was in making a new filament for electric 
lights, but Chardonnet was seeking a new tex- 
tile fibre. The next development was the 
cuprammonium process (see page 126) which 
was worked over by both the French and 
the Germans and now, in a highly refined 
state, is known to us as Bemberg. Viscose 
yarn was developed in both France and Eng- 
land and its appearance at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion of 1900 stimulated interest in the manu- 
facture of it here in America. But practically 
all of the rayon used here early in this cen- 
tury was imported, and it was not until 1909 
that the American Viscose Company (now 
the largest producer) established their factory. 
In 1920 the duPont organization set up their 
first rayon plant and have been constantly 
growing, experimenting and improving their 
products since then. 

The newest addition to this group of syn- 
thetic fibres is the cellulose acetate rayon 
which really developed as an after-war prod- 
uct. Quantities of acetate lacquer were left 
on hand in an English factory where it had 
been manufactured particularly for use on air- 
plane wings. The Doctors Dreyfus, famed 
Swiss chemists, took over the plant (they had 
been the operators of the government plant 
for making the lacquer) and started produc- 
ing an acetate yarn called Celanese. 

In 1924 at a meeting of all interested manu- 
facturers here in America the name “rayon” 
was decided upon for this cellulose fibre, 
so as to lift from it the stigma of “artificial 
silk.” And it must be borne in mind that 
rayon is not a specific fabric, but a yarn from 
which a wide variety of textiles can be woven 
using yarns varying from finer than silk to 
one as heavy as a wrapping cord.

And with the continued popularity of spun 
rayon (see page 124) this same analysis in 
another five years will undoubtedly show 
rayon nearer the percentage now held by 
wool. 

America is the largest producer of rayon, 
about 27 per cent. Japan second with 24 per 
cent and in one factory in Coventry in Eng- 
land they make about 20 per cent of the en- 
tire world’s output. Out of this grand world 
total 87.5 per cent is viscose rayon, 9.7 per 
cent acetate, and 2.8 per cent cuprammonium 
and nitro-cellulose. 

There are three major processes of produc- 
ing rayon, each with its own advantages. 
As it is quite possible to identify these differ- 
ent fibres in the decorative fabrics handled 
daily, it may be helpful to know their differ- 
ing methods of manufacture. They are all 
alike in that chemicals are used to reduce 
cellulose (wood chips and cotton linters are 
used chiefly) to a solution from which the 
yarn, or rather filament, is spun. 


Viscose rayon starts from a pure cellulose 
base (cellulose being one of the fundamental 
structural elements of plants). After much 
experimentation it was found that spruce 
wood was a plentiful source and _ cotion, 
though not quite so plentiful, provided an 
equally pure cellulose. Both of these are com- 
bined to make a pulp somewhat similar to 
that prepared for paper, and this pulp is 
sent to the rayon mills in large sheets that 
look like huge white blotters. In the viscose 
factory this pulp is next steeped in a liquid 
caustic soda solution. After the liquid is 
drawn off and the pulp squeezed dry, the 
product left is called alkali cellulose. After 
breaking up and tearing this all apart it 
resembles damp white sawdust. Next comes 
one of the processes which is vital to making 
a successful yarn. This crumbled up mass 
has to be aged for a definite length of time 
at a certain temperature and necessary de- 
gree of humidity. 

The next process turns this crumb to orange 
for it is mixed with a specified quantity of 
disulphide of carbon, the result being “xan- 
thate.” This soluble plastic is then mixed 
with water and more of the same chemicals 
previously used until the resulting “viscose”

looks a bit like strained honey. Next comes 
straining and filtering and putting it through 
a process to remove even the tiniest bubble 
of air which leaves this viscose fluid ready for 
ripening and maturing. 

Then comes the miracle, the spinning of 
this liquid into a filament that has strength 
as well as beauty. Man copied as closely as 
his genius permitted the spinning methods 
of the spider and the silk-worm, and now he 
seems to have improved on nature for with 
a machine many filaments can be spun at 
once and their size can be controlled by the 
size of the openings of the spinneret through 
which the viscose solution is forced. This 
spinneret or jet is a metal cap about the size 
of a dime in which are the holes, so small it 
takes a microscope to see them clearly. A 





pump forces the viscose through this spinneret 
which is immersed in an acid bath and the 
filaments formed from the viscose in the 





acid are then twisted together to form a i 
thread which may be either wound on a 
spool or thrown and twisted to form a kind 
of hollow cake. The yarn is then ready to 
be washed, have the sulphur removed (which 
has made it yellowish) and wound into skeins 
or spools ready for shipment to textile weav- 
ing mills where it can be made into various 
kinds of fabrics. 


Cellulose Acetate is really a different sub- i 
stance up to the point of spinning for it is i 
made from cotton linters (those short fuzzy | 
fibres left on the cotton seed after the spin- i 


nable cotton has been removed) and an acid 
named acetic anhydride. The cotton linters 
are scrubbed and bleached to a fluffy mass 
of pure cellulose before being combined with 
the acetic anhydride in a powerful mixer. 
After further chemical and water dilution ] 
the viscose mass is ripened until it becomes 
cellulose acetate. When later poured into a 
large vat of water the cellulose acetate pre- 
cipitates as pure white flakes. In successive 
baths these flakes are purified of all acid, 
then dried until the white flakes fall like 
snow out of the dryers and can then be 


ee 


pressed into blocks. 

To manufacture the yarn these white flakes 
are mixed with a clear white pungent fluid 
known as acetone, and the resultant solution

is ready for spinning. The spinneret used 
for this yarn looks not unlike a shower-bath 
nozzle and as the fluid leaves the minute 
holes it flows downward into a shaft into 
which warm air of a certain temperature and 
definite humidity is constantly rising. The 
acetone evaporates leaving each stream a 
solid filament before it reaches the bottom 
of the shaft where the filaments are gathered 
together into a thread which can be wound 
on a spindle. 

Cuprammonium, the so-called Bemberg yarn 
which is always pleasing to use is made by 
the cuprammonium process. Cotton linters are 
used as the raw material and after being 
subjected te a caustic soda bath and bleach- 
ing they are almost 100 per cent alpha cellu- 
lose. After then being mixed with copper 
sulphate and ammonia aqua the resultant 
viscous fluid is filtered again and thinned 
to the proper content. 
which it is pumped has slightly larger holes 


The spinneret through 


than those of the other two processes, and 
the solution on leaving the spinneret passes 
into de-aerated water of constant temperature. 
The filaments are “stretched” on the way 
through and slowly solidified, the water ex- 
tracting most of the ammonia and part of the 
copper. After leaving the funnel the filaments 
pass through a bath of mild sulphuric acid 
and are wound into skeins which are later 
sprinkled with water to remove any remain- 
ing traces of the acid or copper sulphate. 
The final process includes two soap baths and 
thorough drying before the thread, either 
twisted or untwisted, is wound on cones or 
bobbins.

kind of rope are cut into even lengths rang- 
ing from 1% inches to 5% inches. These 
short fibres gathered up in a mass have to be 
spun together as are the short animal or 
vegetable fibres. This results in a soft yarn 
of fuzzy surface, and as there is more air 
space between the fibres than in rayon, the 
resultant yarn is bulkier. It is a most attrac- 
tive fibre and provides infinite variety when 
combined with wool or silk or linen. It is 
pleasant to touch, softer than rayon, and has 
a subdued lustre that can be controlled. 

With such a variety of synthetic yarns 
available is it any wonder that fabrics made 
of them are growing in demand? The yarns 
are remarkable for their uniformity as well as 
their versatility, and they have an inherent 
quality of softness and suppleness as well 
as resilience. Still another virtue is their 
pure whiteness which remains white regardless 
of exposure to sun or to the reactions of 
soap or powders in laundering or dry clean- 
ing. As a basis for pastel hues this pure 
whiteness adds to their clarity, while at the 
same time it contributes to the brilliance of 
the deeper tones. They all take dyes par- 
ticularly well and can be made practically 
sunfast. 

The vital question of whether fabrics made 
from synthetic yarns should be laundered or 
dry-cleaned depends almost entirely upon how 
the fabric has been made up. If draperies 
are elaborately made, interlined and trimmed 
they should not be laundered any more than 
would silk draperies similarly made. On the 
other hand simple glass curtains of any syn- 
thetic yarn are as easy to launder as the 
cotton ones with which we are all so fa- 
miliar. All synthetic fabrics are cleanable 
if ordinary care be given them. In_ the 
acetate group you will find that the soft 
taffetas will not split or crack, the watered 
effect of the moire will not disappear after 
dry-cleaning, and there is no weighting or 
loading. Acetate yarns are not readily affect- 
ed by dampness, do not swell much in water, 
hence stains can be more easily removed, 
and they do not rot or mildew. Treat any of 
these synthetic fabrics well and they will 
reward one with long wearing sturdiness and 
permanence of color value—two valuable 
assets difficult to attain in any other yarn.
